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REPORT OF 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the Lempster School Board: 


I, herewith, submit my fifth annual report as superinten- 
dent of your schools. 

Schools are established that children may acquire know- 
ledge of the fundamental operations by which they must earn 
their livelihood and take their places as members and leaders 
of society. Believing that scholarship is the basis of a good 
school and that it should be given all encouragement possible, 
there was instituted last year a scholarship contest in which all 
grammar schools of this union were represented. Each school 
sent one or two teams of three pupils each to Charlestown on 
the appointed day—not to engage in play or a good time but to 
take examinations in arithmetic, history, reading and geog- 
raphy. No prizes were offered, the only reward being the hon- 
or of representing the school. I am sure the interest shown by 
the contestants and their schools answered the criticism some- 
times heard that pupils now-a-days do not care for scholarship. 

Financially, the district is strong, with each year’s budget 
balanced. This makes possible a continuous and healthy ad- 
vancement in tthe efficiency of your schools. The health work 
of the schools is now on a more business-like basis with a reg- 
istered nurse employed at a yearly salary. She is as truly a 
part of the school system as is any official. She is on call at all 
times during the school year. She is to be here when needed—- 
not during a continuous two weeks necessarily. It means a 
more careful watch over the pupils, more frequent visits, more 
home calls and a general supervision of health conditions at all 
times. 

A recent movement in Education is the broadcasting of 
courses of study under the direction of the United States com- 
missioner of Education. The first series of courses started Feb. 
4 and consists of broadcasts twice weekly, of history and Eng- 
lish lessons for the upper grammar grades. The time will soon 
be here when a rural school will be out-of-date that is not 
equipped with a good radio. The music appreciation courses of 
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the city of New York schools are broadcast directly from the 
New York class rooms. A radio in school would bring to the 
pupils of Lempster exactly the same work as the children of 
that rich city enjoy. In towns where school budgets must be 
watched closely school boards will be hesitant about installing 
radios. It is here that an opportunity is offered to the large 
number of citizens, who are interested in the schools, to show 
this interest in a way that will add much to the efficiency of 
those schools and a refining and broadening influence into the 
lives of the pupils. 

After fifteen years as teacher and superintendent in the 
schools of New Hampshire, I am convinced that the pupils to- 
day, are, as a whole, more serious minded, more earnest in 
their efforts and more direct in their thinking than the pupils 
of former years. Because of this fact there has been instituted 
in this district “three-party conferences.” By this system ex- 
aminations, lessons, problems of administration and discipline 
are talked over, no longer apart from the pupils, but with them. 
The schools are not administered for the pupils nor, on the oth- 
er hand are they administered by them. The schools are ad- 
ministered with the pupils. The pupils are shown the difficul- 
ties, they recognize their problems, analyze them and work in- 
telligently for their solution—in conjunction with their teach- 
ers. This is training for democracy. 

Specific recommendations are two: 

Chemical toilets should be installed in all schools. 

The grounds of the “Street School” should be drained. 

Once again it is my privilege to express my appreciation 
for the co-operation and valuable advice of the Lempster School 
Board.
